BUS! TELEFHOME LINES. 

Elactricians Overcome On* Annoy 
ante of the Present System. 

When a busy nan wants to talk 
ovnr the telephone his patience is al- 
ways tried to learn that the man ho 
wishes to communicate with is 
"busy talking." On some much-oc- 
cupied lines this may happen so 
often as to become a positive 
nuisance, and the inconvenience of it 
is ai)t to bo felt in many directi 
The incidental lo.ss of moucj 
time may fall on tho called sub- 
scriber as well as the caller, as, 
after one or two vain endeavors to 
make the connection, a call is likely 
to be directed elsewhere. The 
simplest form of relief for an 
taxed lino i.s :v double-track 
tiou with the central office— two 
separate lines and stations, u.sintf 
one for outward and tho other for 
inward calls. Many people arc now 
adnptiniT this method with gratify- 
in>,' results. In cases where even 
the double track does not meet the 
heavy requirements of the line a 
sub-oxchan;^o system has been pro- 
vided. This enables any amount of 
business to be coined with, whatever 
its volume. It consists in placing 
telephone stations in different of- 
fices of an establishment as may |)o 
required. These are connected to a 
small switchboard, from whiLdi 
trunk lines run to the nearest cen- 
tral office. The most striking point 
afforded by these improvements, 
apart from their manifest advant- 
age, is tho way in which they sug- 
gest that we are but just entering 
tho era of luxurious tolophouy, and 
before long the telephone will bo 
used for social, business and even 
conversational purpose.s to an ex- 
tent never dreamed of.— Cincinnati 
l^nquirer. 

Pneumatic Tired Cabs. 
In Paris, where pneumatic tires 
have come into use on some of the 
public cabs, it lun l)eou found that, 
owing to tho reduced shock to the 
Vehicles, tho cost of repairs has been 
lessoned 50 per cent., to say noth- 
ing of the saving to tho nerves of 
passengers and others, and to the 
muscles of horses.

Ho takes but 
glass. The French do not like a 
heavy wine, aad the claret they 
drink is quit« light. Even this thin 
wine is nearly always mixed with 
water, half and half. They say 
water brings out the fruity flavor. 
To meet the English, American and 
other foreign demand, the French 
wine dealers at Bordeaux take the 
thin native wines and mix them 
with the much heavier wines of 
Spain and Portugal, and tb« result 
the "Bordeaux" of oommeroe. 
The method of mixing is wonderfully 
rapid and effective. Two bins of 
Freiicli wines are i)ki('eil close to one 
of Spanish and ono bin of Portu- 
guese wine. Above them all is 
another bin, empty, and ready for 
the receipt of the mixed wine. Tho 
work of mixing is done by nn elec- 
tric entfine, to which is attached 
four rul>ber suction pipes, one pipe 
goini; from each bin of wine into tho 
empty bin above. The wine from 
the four bins is thus suclced up and 
discharged in equal quantities into 
the empty bin. The mixing is thor 
ough.

EARLY steam' OAERIAGES, 

The First One Could Oraw Ten Tens 
Five Miles an Hour. 

The merit of inventing a self-, 
ing steam carriage is allowed to bo 
due to Richard Trevethick. i. cii. .-or 
but eccentric Ent,'lish en<fi u' ■., He 
was the first who practically ap 
plied it to work on roads aud rail- 
ways. In 1802, ho took out a patent 
in England for a steam carriaj^o, 
and this novel machine he exliibitiMl 
to large and asto:iish('d crowds in 
London. Immediately afterwardi 
he adapted his slcunj carnage for 
tho drawing of waf^ous on rail- 
ways, a duty which it successfully 
executed on the Merthyr-Tydvil 
railway in 1804. this was' the 'first 
lilway locpmotive, but it was far 
from perfect. It drew only ten tons 
of bar iron at the rate of five miles 
an hour. Through the inventive 
talent of George Stephenson, tho 
Stockton & Darlington railway in 
1821 was the first railway in which 
passengers traveled in carriages; yet, 
even with this measure of assured 
success, the locomotive was still an 
Imperfect machine, for its extreme 
speed was but little faster than the 
walk of a horse. The means of im- 
parting speed had yet to be per- 
fected. In response to a premium 
offered by the projectors of the 
Liverpool Si Manchester railway 
for the t>est locomotive, a trial of 
which was fixed for October, 1829, 
the Rocket, constructed by Stephen- 
son & Booth, was most successful. 
This, the first high-speed locomotive, 
weighed four and a half tons, aver- 
aged a speed of 14 miles au hour, 
with a gross load of 17 tons, its 
maximum apeed being 29 miles.— 
Hardware.

As a mutter of fact, 
happens is this: As sooi 
mission to form a government has 
been received, the prime minister 
takes into his confidence tho two or 
three men who will hold the chief 
offices, and they tojj:>ther talk over 
the other niinin-;. When a man is 
(leoided upon, Uf. a< a rule, joins the 
conclave, aud helps to consult as to 
men and places, and so the cabinet 
gradually evolves itselfr* No doubt, 
as generally happens in this world, 
'the prime minister's choico Is nevet 
ireally free. Certain rnen must bo 
in the cabinet, whatever happen: 
anrl hence Ihoy mny l>e said not to 
bo chosen by the premier, but to be 
ministers In their own right 
spite, however, of this, the fact that 
they are asked to serve by the pre- 
mier makes them feel his superiori- 
ty. When tho cabinet is made, tlu 
itheory of the unwritten constitu- 
tion is that tho cabinet governs. In 
reality it seldom does anything of 
the kind. Each cabinet minister 
has very ffreal p;>wer in his own de- 
partment, but the cabinet as a cabi- 
net can do little. Since, however, 
it knows everything, or almost 
everything, that is going on, it can 
exercise a great deal of indirei 
power. The previous knowledj; 
that the majority of the cabiiK 
would like or dislike a particular 
policy has a great influence, but still 
the cabinet does not rule. 

Who, then, really rules? The 
prime minister. What gives 
])rimc minister this power? In tlic 
tirst place, he summonses and pre- 
sides over, and so largely controls, 
the cabinet meetings. , Next, if a 
vacancy occurs,, he fills it up, and so 
can promote men from the lower to 
the higher offices.

Virgil Writing the Aeneid. 

After Italy and Provence there 
) country where Rome has left 
more monuments in every state of 
preservation of decay than in Tunis. 
The largest Roman circus after the 
Colisseum is El-Djem, Aries rank 
ing next, and Nimes coming fourth. 
At a recent sitting of the Academy 
of Inscriptions in Paris, M. Uoissier 
gave an account of a remarkable 
Roman discovery at Susa, in Tunis.
